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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 'of  the  Council. 

The  year  1940  was  noteworthy  by  the  advent  into  the  area 
of  official  evacuees  and  also  by  the  commencement  of  enemy  air- 
raid activities  ; both  of  which  began  roughly  about  the  same 
time. 

The  Civil  Defence  Services,  together  with  all  other  services 
in  connection  with  this  department  and  pertaining  to  the  war, 
have  shown  considerable  expansion  ; and  this  is  taking  place 
continually.  This  again  has  had  repercussions  on  the  general 
work  in  the  area,  more  evidence  of  which  will  be  found  later  in 
the  Report. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  I sustained  a severe  accident  while 
on  A.R.P.d  uty  in  June,  I was  absent  from  duty  for  a considerable 
period,  and  my  work  was  carried  out  by  various  doctors.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

This  year  again  has  shown  a big  decrease  in  the  number  of 
unemployed  persons  in  this  area.  The  growing  demand  for  factory 
and  munition  workers  being  partly  responsible,  and  then  again 
the  large  number  of  persons  who  have  been  conscripted  into  or 
volunteered  for  the  Forces. 

The  general  social  conditions  of  the  area  have  altered  greatly 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  countryj:  the  ''black-out,”  lack  of 
street  lighting,  congestion  and  difficulty  in  travelling,  rationing 
of  food,  purchase  tax,  increased  road  accidents,  the  advent  of 
troops  into  the  area,  air-raids,  evacuation,  overcrowding,  and  a 
host  of  other  tilings  have  all  contributed  to  a great  alteration  in 
the  life  of  the  people  as  compared  with  pre-war  times.  But  on  the 
whole  we  all  try  to  go  along  as  best  we  can. 

Although  employment  has  greatly  increased,  there  is  still  a 
certain  amount  of  unemployment.  A relatively  large  number  of 
shops  are  still  unused  as  such,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  they 
could  be  utilized  now.

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Generally  speaking,  I do  not  think  the  social  conditions  have 
undergone  any  upheaval.  Things  have  been  too  gradual  for 
that,  but  from  a health  point  of  view  there  has  been  a regretable 
increase  in  certain  Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases,  and  this 
has  been  and  still  is  a very  worrying  problem. 


EVACUEES. 

On  the  19th  May,  the  residents  in  this  area  witnessed  the 
arrival  of  the  first  batch  of  evacuees.  At  various  dates  later  on 
in  the  year,  futher  batches  of  mothers  and  children  arrived  in  the 
area. 


During  the  year,  1,416  unaccompanied  children,  712  accom- 
panied children,  409  mothers,  and  171  other  adults,  were  evacuated 
to  this  area.  Of  these  678  children,  154  mothers  and  77  other 
adults  have  returned  home. 

Unofficial  evacuation  began  at  the  outbreak  of  war.  Many 
of  these  evacuees  also  returned  home. 

All  official  evacuees  were  medically  examined  on  arrival,  and 
those  found  to  be  unwell  or  unfit  for  immediate  billeting  were 
removed  to  a temporary  Sick  Bay.  This  was  set  up  and  equipped 
at  Brynteg  House,  Llantrisant,  to  which  roughly  half  of  the  sick 
evacuees  were  sent,  while  the  other  half  were  sent  either  to  the 
Children’s  Homes,  Church  Village,  or  to  the  Central  Homes, 
Pontypridd. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  increased,  being  466  against 
442  for  1939.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  19.5  as  compared  with 
18.38  for  1939. 

General  Death  Rate. 

This  has  increased  slightly,  being  13.5  as  compared  with  12.8 
for  1939. 

Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year. 

The  number  of  infants  was  34.  This  gives  a rate  per  1,000 
live  births  of  72.  The  Infant  Death  Rate  for  1939  was  58.4. 
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Tuberculosis  Death  Rate. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  17  as  compared  with 
12  for  1939.  Seven  males  and  eight  females  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  two  males  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
making  a rate,  in  relation  to  total  deaths,  of  52.5  per  1,000 
deaths  as  compared  with  42.4  for  the  previous  year. 

Cancer. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  36  as  compared  with  41 
for  the  previous  year. 

Respiratory  Diseases  (all  forms). 

The  number  for  1940  is  51  compared  with  45  for  the  previous 
year. 

Maternal  Mortality.

National  Dried  Milk  Scheme. 

In  view  of  the  imminent  rise  in  the  price  of  liquid  milk  and 
at  the  same  time  of  the  importance  of  securing  the  widest  possible 
consumption  of  milk  by  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
children  under  five,  the  Minister  of  Food  has  decided  as  a measure 
of  war  time  food  policy  to  institute  a national  scheme  for  the 
supply  of  milk  either  free  or  cheap  (according  to  income)  to  the 
above  classes.  Under  the  scheme  one  pint  of  liquid  milk  (or  in 
special  circumstances  for  children  under  one  year  of  age),  an 
equivalent  amount  of  dried  milk  will  be  supplied  daily  to  each 
member  of  these  classes  on  whose  behalf  proper  application  is 
made. 

The  Liquid  Milk  Scheme  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August 
and  the  Dried  Milk  Scheme  on  the  1st  September. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Local  Food  Executive  Officer  and 
Milk  Officer,  I have  undertaken  the  distribution  of  such  dried  milk 
at  the  clinics,  and  most  of  the  clerical  work  connected  therewith 
is  done  in  my  Department.

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

Consulting  Obstetrician  : 

Professor  Gilbert  I.  Strachan,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S. 

The  services  of  Professor  Strachan  are  available  to  any 
prospective  mother  attending  any  of  the  Council’s  Ante-natal 
Clinics,  and  who  presents  any  complications  requiring  specialized 
treatment  during  labour,  at  her  home. 

This  service  may  be  arranged  only  through  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Provision  is  also  made  for  consultations  with  Dr. 
Strachan  for  women  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  and  showing 
signs  of  special  difficulty,  and  for  cases  of  puerperal  fever. 
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Fever  Hospital. 

I must  again  emphasize  the  great  difficulty  in  working  this 
hospital  for  the  reasons  I have  mentioned  in  previous  Annual 
Reports.  Staffing  and  accommodation  difficulties  are  extremely 
acute. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  greater  than 
last  year. 

There  was  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  notified  during  the  year.  There 
was  a localised  outbreak  of  diphtheria  at  Gilfach  Goch  during  May 
and  the  early  part  of  June.  During  the  latter  part  of  July  and 
during  August  and  September,  a number  of  cases  were  notified 
from  the  Llantrisant  area. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  at  Gilfach  Goch  in  March. 

There  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Scabies  and 
Impetigo. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area, 
I was  obliged,  in  October,  to  reserve  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
nursing  of  diphtheria  cases  only,  and  even  then  many  cases  of 
diphtheria  had  to  be  admitted  to  outside  hospitals.

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  grit  and  soot  from 
the  South  Wales  Electrical  Power  Company’s  Generating  Station 
at  Tonteg  is  no  better  ; possibly  it  maybe  somewhat  worse  and 
in  the  future  no  doubt  will  be  worse  still  with  the  proposed  extension 
of  the  premises. 
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There  have  been  many  and  serious  complaints  concerning 
this  nuisance,  and  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Company 
on  various  occasions.  It  appears,  however,  that  they  have  done 
all  they  can  to  abate  this  nuisance  ; but  a certain  amount,  roughly 
five  per  cent,  of  the  total  smoke  and  grit  emission  cannot  be 
prevented.  Complaints  have  also  been  made  of  the  grit  being 
blown  from  the  dumps.  Here  again  it  appears  the  Company  are 
doing  all  they  can  to  lessen  this  trouble. 

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

During  the  year  16  Council  houses  and  15  other  houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  and  were  fumigated  with  sulphur 
dioxide,  followed  in  some  cases  with  liquid  insecticides  (zaldecide) 
or  other  disinfectants.

There  are  far  too  many  unsatisfactory  results. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eleven  licensed  producers 
of  graded  milk  in  the  district.  Two  of  them  were  licensed  for  the 
production  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  and  nine  for  accredited  milk. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Since  January,  15th  1940,  slaughtering  of  animals  intended 
for  sale  for  human  consumption  has  been  prohibited  except  at 
slaughterhouses  under  the  control  of  (lie  Ministry  of  Food.  Conse- 
quently slaughtering  has  been  suspended  at  all  slaughterhouses 
in  this  district,  and  local  butchers  obtain  their  supplies  of  meat 
from  the  Pontypridd  abattoir,  which  has  been  taken  over  by  the 
Ministry.  The  sudden  change  undoubtedly  caused  the  butchers 
much  inconvenience,  but,  appreciating  the  need  for  control,  they 
have,  on  the  whole,  done  their  best  to  make  the  scheme  work 
satisfactorily.  The  meat  supplied  has  generally  been  of  good 
quality,  but  in  the  early  stages  there  was  cause  for  complaint 
regarding  some  of  the  imported  meat.  Following  representations 
to  the  Ministry,  however,  there  was  an  immediate  improvement 
and,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  the  supplies  have 
been  maintained  at  a fairly  high  standard  of  quality.
